upon the conductor. If opposite a positive 
laden eonduotor another leader stands which 
is'connected with the goal: the latter will 
bocome-nogative, as already. explained.

By some unknown means 
electric charges are produced in storm clouds. 
‘As a tule they are. diatributed in zones; 
streaks with predominant positive charges 
form themselves, and amongst them others 
with predominant negative, appoar. , The 
moist earth stands opposite the clouda: 
below the positive spots negative electricity 
collects in the earth and vice versa. -. Tho 
moist condition of the air is, it-is casy to 
understand, easily changeable, through ad- 
mixture of rain it becomes more easily con- 
conductive, flrstin—the—one-direstion -and- 
then in the other; the clouds hang more or 
lees low and the opposed laden parts are 
more or less wide apart from one another, 
From this we deduce the possibility of the 
Positive electricity of a cloud sométimes 
combining itself with the nogative of another 
and sometimes with that of the earth. In 
the fret instance it is harmless, in the second 
it strikes heavily. Its workings are on a 
large soale precisely those evinced in. the 
artificial spark: it followe out metal leaders 
with strong preforence, watme the substances 
through which it passes, melts wires if thin, 
heata bad cohduotors which it-striles (often 
very heavily), splinters and sets thom on fire, 
and kills animal life by excessive-exoiter 
ment of the nervous system: : .

times happens, that a lightning conductor is 
struck by lightning.
